“We have been extremely 
reluctant in the past,” Long 
said, “to call officials from 
the FBI and the Justice De- 
partment because we did not 
want to do any possible harm

‘Departmental Practice* 

In general, Justice Depart- 
ment officials have taken the 
position that Hoover as a mat- 
ter of “departmental practice" 
was authorized to use elec- 
tronic devices. But they have 
also said that they were una- 
ware of how extensively the 
devices were being used. 

^ Hoover, however, insists that 
Kennedy was fully aware of 
the nature and scope of the 
practice and that it had “in- 
tensified" with his knowledge 
during his tenure as Attorney 
General. 

“I certainly take the respon- 
sibility for it," Kennedy said’ 
Sunday, “but the plain fact of 
the matter is that I did not 
know." 

The Long subcommittee has 
taken a negative position on 
electronic “snooping" by gov- 
ernment agencies and Long 
has prepared legislation to 
prohibit it. ^ 

But Long said yesterday
